and ſurgeons of this kingdom, unhappy 

perſons labouring under this complaint were

mitted-into the various hoſpitals then inſtituted, 

and left to remain a miſerable burthen to them- 
ſelves, their families, or the reſpective pariſhes 
to which they belonged. 
if To remedy this evil, and afford al! poſſible 
| relief in a diſeaſe fo general as well as grievous, 
your Petitioner applied himſelf to the diſcovery 
of a remedy for this complaint; and ſoon had 
the ſatisfaction to obtain a method of cure, the 
efficacy of which ſeveral ſucceſsful experiments 
demonſtrated. Notwithſtanding which, ſome of 
your Majeſty's ſerjeant-ſurgeons (Dr. Cockburne, 
late phyſician, and Mr. Allen, late ſurgeon, to 
the Royal Hoſpital at Greenwich) ever vigilant 
to oppoſe, ſo far defamed him as rendered it 
neceflary for three ſeveral actions to be com- 
menced ; on the trial of which, many gentle- 
men of family and fortune, merchants, tradeſ- 
men, and penſioners from both the Royal Hoſ- 
pitals, fully proving they were perfectly cured, 
verdicts with conſiderable damages were reco- 
vered in the court of Common-Pleas, againſt 
Meſſ. Ranby, Cockburne, and Allen, for op- 
poſing your Petitioner, and publicly declaring, 
before the then lords of the Admiralty, and 
others, IT hat no man could be cured of a. 
Rupture.” 

On this ſanction, and occular Proof being 
given to ſome of the firſt people in this king- 
dom that a grown 1 perſon could be cured, even

to eighty years of age and upwards, ſeveral 
noblemen and others, prompted by humanity 
and a charitable concern for the calamities of 
their fellow- creatures, generouſly entered into 
an annual ſubſcription for the ſupport of an 
hoſpital to be dedicated ſolely to the cure of 
indigent ſick perſons of either ſex afflicted with 
Ruptures ; and in order to carry this charitable 
deſign into execution, a general meeting of the 
ſubſcribers was held, when the following noble- 
men and others were nominated dire of the 
charity :

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The hoſpital being thus eſtabliſned, ſeveral 
meetings of the ſubſcribers were held, and rules 
formed for its good government, with proper 
allowance for houſe- rent, nurſes, coals, candles, 
&c. ſoon after which, Lord Ligonier, being 
commander in chief, and having ſome perſonal 
knowledge of your Petitioner's abilities, iſſued 
the following order :

* AN hoſpital being eſtabliſhed by ſubſcrip- 
ce tion, under the direction of Mr. Samuel Lee, 
e Surgeon, and ſituated near Weſtminſter- 
* Bridge, for the reception and cure of perſons 
e afflicted with Ruptures, the regiments are to 
be acquainted, if they have any men in that 
« condition, Mr. Lee will receive them in the 
© ſaid hoſpital ; provided they come with a cer- 
* tificate, ſigned by the commanding officer 
and ſurgeon of the regiment, that they are 
“ unfit for ſervice by occaſion of a Rupture, 
and when they return from the ſaid hoſpital 
* to their regiments again fit for ſervice, the 
„ faid Mr. Lee ſhall be paid Two Guineas by 
* the commanding officer of the regiment to 
* whom the man ſo rendered unfit for ſervice 
* ſhall belong.“ . 


In conſequence of this order, many ſoldiers 
were ſent for relief, and, after they were cured, 


the following certificate was granted :

This being communicated to many of the 


ſubſcribers, and that your Petitioner intended 


to admit the ſoldiers, they declared their inten- 
tion was to ſupport an hoſpital for the relief 
of indigent perſons, and not for the army, ſo 
capable of providing for themſelves; in conſe- 
quence of which, and ſoldiers being admitted, 
all meetings of the ſubſcribers dropped; but not 
before Lord Ligonier had, with the approbation, 
conſent, and direction of his late Majeſty, a- 
greed with your Petitioner, that he ſhould have 
200 J. a-year for his life, and Two Guineas for 
every man returned ſerviceable to the army, 
in conſideration and on condition of his ad-

The Hoſpital being thus eſtabliſned as a mi- 


litary one, the following order was iſſued on 
the ;th of April, 1758 : 


*« ORDERED by field-marſhal Lord viſ- 
count Ligonier, that a ſerjeant from the foot- 
guards is daily to attend at Mr. Lee's Hoſ- 
pital for Ruptured Men, near the Bridge- 
foot, in Lambeth, from nine o'clock in the 
morning until he is diſmiſſed by Mr. Lee, 
from whom he is to receive a liſt of the pa- 
tients, with the places of their abode ; ,and 
when any of them neglect attending, he is 
to go to them to know the cauſe of ſuch neg- 


lect; and if they can give no ſufficient rea- 
ſon for it, he is to confine them in the Savoy. 


And if any of the patients are guilty of any 


irregular or indecent behaviour, he is like- 


wiſe to confine them; and he will obſerve all 
orders he ſhall receive from Mr. Lee. He is 
daily to report to the officer commanding 
Tilt-Yard-guard, mentioning the names of 
all the men confined by him ; and the officer

After this, that your Petitioner might be 
paid two guineas for each man returned ſervice- 
able, beſides the two hundred pounds a year, 
according to the agreement, Lord Ligonier gave 
the fohowing order :

From this time ſoldiers were ſent according 
to Lord Ligonier's order, and the two gui- 
neas per man, and two hundred pounds a-year 
were conſtantly paid until his late Majeſty's 
death ; when many inconveniences being found 
to attend proper returns being made for the 
payment of ſuch ſoldiers as had been ſent 
from and returned cured to Germany, and 
other places, your Petitioner propoſed to Lord 
Ligonier to relinquiſh the two guineas per 
man, in conſideration and on condition of his 
penſion being augmented to three hundred

Though the great benefit that has ariſen to 
the public and the ſervice plainly appears by 
this warrant under your Majeſty's own hand, 
that a report has been made to your Majeſty 
by Lord Ligonier, and that, taking the pre- 


miſes into your royal conſideration, you are 


graciouſly pleaſed to approve of the propoſal 
made, to think the allowance of three hundred 


pounds

pounds a- year reaſonable, to grant your Petiti- 
oner that ſum, and conſent to his being paid 
the ſame; yet, as the words from time to time, 
inſtead of the word life, were inſerted in the 
warrant, and your Petitioner, on enquiring the 
reaſon thereof, was informed that the words for 
life could not, with propriety, be inſerted in

It was, he ſhould have two hundred poun.'3 
per annum for his life, in conſideration and 
on condition of his receiving into his Hoſpi- 
tal and relieving ſuch ruptured ſoldiers as 


ſhould, from time to time, be ſent thither; 


and he was allo to receive from the regiments 
Two Guineas for every recovered man; but 
this method of Two Guineas being paid be- 
ing found impracticable, by the diſperſion of 
the troops, and the refuſal of the ſurgeons to 
give certificates of cure, it was propoſed by Mr. 
Lee and agreed, he ſhould not claim any re- 
ward from the regiments, and that his ſalary 
ſhould be augmented to three hundred 
pounds per annum for his life, and every 


man who had been in his hands and re- 


mained in the corps able to ſerve, ſhould be 
reputed cured ; and as ſeveral officers from 
different regiments have certified that many 


men of their corps have been rendered ſer- 


viceable, and done their duty in their reſpec- 
tive regiments after they have been relieved 
by Mr. Lee, and many men of my regiment 


are well, and now ſerving in the regiment ;

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I think the ſaving ſo many men deſerves en- 
* couragement, and that he ought to have the 
d three hundred pounds per annum for life; 
« and as his Majeſty figned the warrant for 
e three hundred pounds per annum, on the 
% 24th of Augult laſt, I hope you will give 
directions for his warrants being made out 
<« accordingly, and which I doubt not you will 
continue to lay before his Majeſty for the 
benefit of poor ſoldiers.

After this, the warrants for your Petitioner's 
care of the ruptured ſoldiers in the years 1763 
and 1764, were made out in the ſame form as 
that for the year 1762, and ſigned ” your 
Majeſty. | 

Your Petitioner, therefore, looking on theſe 
facts as binding and ſecure as any contract that 
could be made; in the year 1766 applied to 
Lord Barrington, then ſecretary at war, in the 
room of Mr. Ellis, and deſired that the war- 
rant, due to him for his care of the ruptured 
ſoldiers in the year 1765, might be made out; 
which after repeated folicitatians being done, 
he received the following letter from his Lord- 
ſhip :

Immediately after this, your Petitioner went 
to the War-Office, and there ſaw a warrant 
ſigned by your Majeſty according to the pur- 
port of Lord Barrington's letter, which being 


totally inconſiſtent with the agreement made, he 


refuſed to accept it, and acquainted Lord Ligo- 
nier therewith, who not only approved of his 
conduct, but adviſed him to ſend a petition to 
Lord Granby, ſtating theſe facts, and requeſting 
that his Lordſhip, as commander in chief, 
would be pleaſed to repreſent the ſame to your 
Majeſty.

Lord Ligonier, it was his duty, on ſight of 


my vouchers, to have made out the warrants 
for the money due inſtead of writing ſuch a 
letter; for if it once becomes an eſtabliſhed 
rule, that a ſecretary at war is to controul the 
actions of a commander in chief, inſtead of 
making out warrants for money due in conſe- 
quence of bargains made, it will be the buſi-

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benefit of the army with the ſecretary at war, 


not the commander in chief, who, by that 
means, will be reduced to a mere cypher, and 
his own ſecretary act as ſupreme. — But Lord 
Ligonier now thinking all kind of application 
in vain, adviſed your Petitioner to take every 


ſtep the law would authorize for the recovery 


of his property, ſaying, that he himſelf would 
at all times be ready to prove in an open court 
of juſtice what he had ſo often vouched under 
his own hand, that the agreement was three 
hundred pounds a-year for life, nay, even that 
your Majeſty granted him that ſum.

But Sir Fletcher was not ſo clear as to its be- 
ing ſuch an agreement as could, conſiſtent with 
the ſtrict rules of common law, be recovered 1n 
a court of juſtice, but ſaid it was well worth 
trying for; for if it was not binding in that way, 
the ſum agreed for ought moſt certainly to be 
paid on the principles of public faith, becauſe 
if ſuch bargains were to be ſet aſide the King's 
buſineſs could not go on. 

Theſe opinions your Petitioner laid before 
Lord Ligonier, who ſent them to the War- 
Office, and deſired that the caſe, to avoid all 
law, might, by means of your Majeſty, be re- 
terred to the attorney-general ; which being re- 
fuled by Lord Barrington, Lord Liga ad- 
viſed your Petitioner to apply once more to 
Lord Granby, which he did, briefly ſtated theſe 
facts in his petition, and with it Lord Ligonier 
ſent the following letter to Lord Granby.

In anſwer to this, your Petitioner was in- 
formed, as Lord Granby had before ſpoke to 
your Majeſty on this ſubject he could do no 
more in it. 

Lord Ligonier therefore ſeeing no | ies 
could be obtained by any kind of application, 
nobly conſented to an action being brought 
againſt himſelf, which your Petitioner under- 
took to do, but not without firſt offering his 
Lordſhip a general releaſe ; well knowing that 
though the agreement was made with him on 
behalf of the crown, he could never mean to 
pledge himſelf for the payment of the ſam 
agreed for ſo as to affect his own private fortune. 

The action was therefore brought to try the 
ſecurity of people in common law making 
agreements with the chief of any department 
on the principles of public faith; and whether 
the perſon thus agreeing on behalf of the 
crown could be ſo far rendered liable as to 
ſtand in the place of your Majeſty ? .

But no ſooner was Lord Ligonier ſerved with 
the neceſſary proceſs of the court than he ſent 
it to the War Office, and in anſwer was told, 
that the ſolicitor to the Treaſury ſtiould be or- 
dered to defend it; he wasaccordingly employed, 
but not by Lord Ligonier, for he was too rioble 
and too juſt to deny the fact. 

But Lord Barrington ſtill refuſing to make 
out the warrants for the moriey due, the caſe 
was at laſt laid before Mr. De Grey, your Ma- 
Jeſty's attorney-general, who gave his opinion 
thereon to this purport : 

« That your Petitioner could not in that ac- 
& tion recover 4 compenſation for an annuity for 
his life upon the evidence then ſtated ; but as 
<« long as the contract and ſervice did continue 
« and was in uſe, he was entitled to the ſtipu⸗ 
« lated price; and that for as many years as any 
c one man was ſent to tie hoſpital and received, 
he ought to be allowed the 300 l. a- year.“ 
But Lord Barrington being no more content 
with this opinion than the words in your Ma- 
jeſty's warrants or Lord Ligonier's vouchers, no 
money was paid into court; and the cauſe came 
on to be heard. in your Majeſty's court of Com- 
mon Pleas the fittings after Michaelmas-term 
1769, when it was fully proved under Lord 
Ligonier's hand in his letters to your Majeſty's 
ſecretary at war, that the agreement was three 
hundred pounds a-year for life. 
5 | But 
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But your Majeſty's council urging that there 
was no pretence for a perſonal contract, that it 
was not a matter of fact, but a point of law to be 
tried, and that as ſoon as your Petitioner ac- 
cepted payment from your Majeſty, Lord Li- 
gonier was diſcharged ; it was agreed, on ac- 
count of this quirk of law, to take a verdict by 
conſent for one guinea damages and coſts, and 
alſo to accept the warrant for three hundred 
pounds, ſo as aforeſaid made out at the War- 
Office for the care of ruptured ſoldiers in the 
year 1765, in full ſatisfaction of any demand 
he might have againſt Lord Ligonier or againſt 
Government to that time. 

The principal motive of which was, that it 
was never his intention to make Lord Ligonier 
liable fo as to affect his private fortune, and 
againſt Government he never could have any 
legal demand; ſo that his juſt and equitable 
claim againſt your Majeſty, on the principles of 
public faith, now remains juſt the ſame as if the 
cauſe againſt Lord Ligonier had never been 
tried, and that for your royal grant in conſe- 
quence of the propoſal made as certified under 
your own hand and Lord Ligonier's as com- 
mander in chief. 

However, the coſt and damage ſo recovered 
againſt Lord Ligonier your Petitioner received at 
the War- Office, and ſigned a receipt wrote by 


Mr. Francis, firſt clerk, in the following words:

By this it is evident ſome of the debt, due in 
conſequence of a bargain made with the com- 
mander in chief, was paid with public money. 

But on whom a legal claim can be made, or 
from whom the full ſum due on ſuch agree- 
ments can be obtained, every future contractor 
will moſt undoubtedly for his own ſecurity be 
glad to underſtand ; leſt, by the determined re- 
ſolution of one man, another ſo contracting 
ſhould be inevitably ruined, not knowing where 
to apply for redreſs, | 


A CIRCUMSTANCE AT THIS JUNCTURE WELL 
WORTHY THE ROYAL CONSIDERATION. 


But thus ended the action between Lord Li- 
gonier and your Majeſty's Petitioner ; and as 
Lord Barrington from every circumſtance ap- 
Pears to have been materially concerned, it 
may poſſibly be deemed an affront to his Lord- 
ſhip's ſincerity, not to ſtate by way of contraſt 
what he has done for as well as againſt your

Tho? all theſe men had been in the hoſpital, 
and had often uſed the inadequate remedy of 
a ſteel truſs, yet they never had any relief; and 
conſequently ſuffered for many years frequent 
pains, ſickneſs, difficulty in making water, 
cholics, &c. as 1s uſual to thoſe ho are un- 
happily ruptured. — But being perfectly reliev- 
ed of all theſe complaints by your Petitioner,

after contradicted by a counter- report from the 
phyſician and ſurgeon of the hoſpital; on which 
account, Lord Barrington (being then one of 
the lords of the Admiralty) prevailed on the 
other lords of that board to go down with him 
to Greenwich to enquire into the truth of this 
matter; and the commiſſioners of ſick and 
wounded, the ſurgeons of your Majeſty's yards, 
the phyſician and ſurgeon of the royal hoſpi- 
tal, Dr. Thompſon, late phyſician to your Ma- 
jeſty, and Mr. Mitchell, ſurgeon to the royal re- 
giments of horſe- guards, being ordered to at- 
tend, Lord Barrington was deputed by the reſt 
of their lordſhips to examine, and in conſequence 
thereof the following certificate was granted:

After this, there were many examinations in the 
preſence of Lord Barrington of ſuch penſioners of 
the royal hoſpitals of Greenwich and Chelſea as 
had been under your Petitioner's care; and which, 
by means of Sir J. Ligonier, was afterwards car- 
ried into St. James's Palace, even into the apart- 


ments of his late Royal Highneſs the Duke of 


Cumberland, concerning which ſome of the 


moſt audacious falſhoods being propagated, 
Mr. Dodington wrote the following letter to 
Bir John (afterwards Lord) Ligonier:

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In conſequence of this, the affair was fully 
conſidered. But many unfair practices being ſoon 
after made uſe of on the penſioners of Green wich- 
Hoſpital by Dr. Cockburne and others, and ſeveral 
reflections being caſt by Mr. Jarvis, auditor to the 
hoſpital, on Lord Barrington and the Admiralty- 
board, your Petitioner thought it his duty to 
acquaint them therewith, and therefore wrote a 
narrative of the whole, and ſent it to Mr. Doding- 
ton, then at his ſeat in Dorſetſhire ; from whence 
he was pleaſed to tranſmit it to Lord Barring- 
ton at Beckett, and in anſwer received the fol- 
lowing letter from his lordſhip :

It was indeed declared, by 
ce the Right Hon. and learned author, to have 
ce been written in order to perpetuate to lateſt 
ce poſterity his convincing teſtimony of the great 
c cures performed by Mr. Lee, of which he 
de himſelf, it ſeems, had ocular demonſtrative 
ce proofs, and of which he was pleaſed to think

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But this not anſwering the wicked intentions 
of your Petitioner's moſt inveterate enemies, 
no diligence was ſpared, no art left unpractiſed ; 
every ear of quality was beſieged, every toilet 
haunted, and the miſtreſs of it alarmed with 
ſome dreadful account of your Petitioner ; while 
their phyſical emiſſaries were inſtructed to roar 
out in every coffee-houſe, © impoſtor—bri- 
bery—quackery,” &c. For which defamation 
an action being adviſed, Mr. Dodingtan wrote 
the following letter to counſellor Evans.

«] THINK Mr. Lee has been very ill 
& uſed by the gentlemen of the profeſſion. —I 
<« beg you would hear him, and if you cannot 
e affiſt him perſonally, you would put him into 
ce the moſt effectual method to prevent truth 
te being trampled upon by the moſt dangerous, 
determined cabal that ever was.

In conſequence of this, your Petitioner's ad- 
verſaries were tried (as mentioned in the former 
part of this Memorial) and fined by verdict in 
your Majeſty's court of Common-Pleas ; where 
Lord Barrington attended, and gave evidence in 
ſupport of his abilities. After which, his Lord- 
ſhip was preſent at the examination on the 1 5th 


af 
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bf December, 1757 ; but while Lord Halifax 
was ſigning the certificate, he faid he was in a 
very great hurry, and immediately went out of 
the room, bur if it was brought to him the 
next day at the War-Office he would ſign it.— 
Your Memorialiſt, therefore, waited upon him 
at the time appointed; when his Lordſhip ſaid 
he did not chuſe to ſign any thing about appli- 
cation to government, but if it was tranſcribed, 
and ſuch words left out, he would ſign it with 
all his heart. 1285 
Thus finding his Lordſhip ſo 3 to certify 
the good done, and ſo backward to lend his 
aſſiſtance for the relief of other poor ſoldiers, 
| | your Petitioner thanked him for his good in- 
tentions, but never troubled him after on that 
account. But whether that was ſuch a crying 
ſin as never to be forgiven, or his Lordſhip's 
reaſon for not thinking proper to adviſe your 
Majeſty to allow what under your own royal 
hand you have been graciouſly pleaſed to grant, 
muſt, with all humility, be ſubmitted to your 
royal conſideration, and that of the impartial 
public. 
However, Lord Barrington having pawned 
his honour as to your Petitioner's abilities, he 
thinks it his duty moſt humbly to repreſent, 
That on the 27th of July, 1757, he received 
the following letter from his Lordſhip:

This Abraham was one of the men examined 
by Lord Halifax, Lord Ligonier, Lord Bar- 
rington, &c. on the 15th of December, 1757, 


and afterwards did his duty in erm during 
the laſt war. 


Robert Oxlade, mentioned in Mr. Doding- 


ton's jetter to Sir John Ligonier, on the 22d of 
April, 1752, was alfo cured ; did his duty in 
Germany during all the laſt war, without any 
the leaſt return of his complaint; and now 
continues perfectly well. 

James Winwood, aged forty, and ruptured 
twenty years; was examined by Lord Halifax, 
Lord Ligonier, Lord Barrington, &c. on the 
15th of December, 1757; then certified to be 
fit to be returned into his Majeſty's ſervice ; 


afterwards did his duty in Germany during all 


the laſt war; and now continues perfectly well. 
Thomas Hall, of the 112th regiment, was 
cured in the year 1702; ; afterwards conſtantly 


did his duty in the regiment ; and is now per- 
fectly well. John 


„ 


John Williams, -of the firſt troop of horſe- 
guards, was cured in the year 1759; has done 
his duty ever ſince that time, without any the 
leaſt return of his diſorder, and is now ſerving 
in the troop. 

But as it may ſeem ſomewhat ſingular, that 
theſe few inſtances alone are mentioned, your 
Memorialiſt moſt humbly repreſents, that the 
reaſon is, becauſe the four laſt-mentioned at- 
tended at the trial againſt Lord Ligonier, to 

have proved their welfare, had there been any 
the leaſt occaſion ; and as ſome proved they were 
lately cured, and others that they were then 
under your Petitioner's care, the whole of this 
Memorial (in which there is a voucher for 
every thing aſſerted) amounts to this ſingle 
fact, | 

That your Petitioner ſtill remains unpaid, 
becauſe Lord Barrington does not think proper 
to adviſe your Majeſty to allow the ſum agreed 
for, or even what under your own royal hand, 
for a valuable conſideration, you have been gra- 
ciouſly pleaſed to grant. 

Bur if an individual, for the determined ideas 
of any man, is to be thus injured, and the au- 
thority of a commander in chief ſo over-ruled, 
even by his own ſecretary, poor ſecurity indeed 
will all perſons hereafter have who may make 
any agreement (though under the royal ſanc- 
tion) to ſerve the army on the principles of 
Public Faith. I

As the agreement was three hundred pounds 
a-year for life, and your Petitioner, on that ac- 
count alone, took a long leaſe of the Hoſpital 
upon himſelf, inſtead of the ſubſcribers, is now 
obliged, and for years to come muſt, pay out 
of his own pocket all expences attending it; 

As your Majeſty, or your Royal Grand- 
father, certified under your own hands the great 
benefit that has ariſen to the public and the 
ſervice by ſoldiers being returned cured to the 
army in the years 1758, 1759, 1760, 1761, 
1762, 1763, 1764, and 1765; 

As your Majeſty has alſo, under your own 
hand, been graciouſly pleaſed to ſay that you
